IS AT WORK 


-—— 


Digging the Canalforths new Trunk 


Sewer 


The contractors for the trunk 
sewer from the nuisance ground to 
Mackenzie avenue have set up the 
new Carson trenching machine and 
began working with it this morn- 
ing. Wm. Smith, of Boston, who 
has been here for a few days setting 
up the machine and instructing the 
men who will operate it, has finish- 
ed his work and will return temor- 
row, leaving the work in the hands 
of B. B. Bailey, who comes from 
Winnipeg, and has had many years 
experience in exeavation work and 
sewer building. 

The Carson trencher consists of an 
immense portable trestle work con- 
structed in sections that may be 
joined together to any length. The 
whole is set upon small, stout wheels 
mounted on steel rails and may be 
drawn along as trencning proceeds, 
by a cable operated from the engine: 

The trestle is provided with an 


overhead steel track upon which 
buckets run from one end to the | 
other. The buckets may be lowered 


into the trench after the manner of 
a hay fork and filled by the work- 
men below. Then they are hoisted 
by means of an engine situated at 
one end of the trestle, and carried 
back and dumped. The great ad 
vantage of the machine is that the 
earth requires but one handling 
from the digging section back to 
the filling-in section upon the com 
pleted sewer. 
ated at one time and while six are 
being emptied another set of six 
are being filled. The six tegether 
hold a cubic yard of earth. 

The plan of operation is to first 
Jig a trench about ten or twelve 
feet deep wicn a steam shovel, then 
go along and finish the work with 
the Carson trencher, which is able 


to excavate to a depth of thirty-five 
feet. 
—After the first one hundred and 


fifty feet are excavated the concrete 
men will begin and as each section 
is built it will be filled in after giv- 
ing sufficient time for the concrete 
to dry. In this way excavating, 
construction of the concrete sewer 
and filling in can be carried on sim- 


ultaneously without obstructing the | 


streets with heaps of earth at the 
sides of the trench. 

The machine is owned hy the city 
and hired to the contractors at the 
rate of ten dollars per day.
